Classes like backpacking and kaya- 
king became available again Thursday 
afternoon after students and alumni 
rallied to bring back the Wilderness 
Studies certificate program. 

In fall 2013, the kinesiology depart- 
ment voted to eliminate the Certificate 
in Wilderness Studies program but 
promised to continue offering the pro- 
gram classes; however, the classes dis- 
appeared from the Schedule of Classes 
earlier this month. 

After learning of the cancellations, 
students, alumni and other proponents 
of the Wilderness Studies certificate 
program organized an impromptu rally 
to reinstate the classes. 

They brought their case before the 
Cal State Long Beach Academic Sen- 
ate on April 10, and the group was en- 
couraged to write letters. 

“We had been contacting alumni and 
students to try to get letters of support 
and to organize and show up and show 
student interest,” said Michael Colavi- 
ta, a student proponent of the program 
who is actively involved in organizing 
the rallies. 

On Thursday, the CSULB Academic 
Senate approved the group’s request for 
a program discontinuance study, which 
will keep the classes open until a group 
of neutral faculty members complete a 
review to determine whether to discon- 
tinue the program. 

The faculty members will present 
their findings to the Academic Senate 
in the fall, and the classes will be of- 
fered throughout the study. 

In a November 2013 memo, Kenneth 
Millar, dean of the College of Health 
and Human Services, pointed to low 
enrollment as the primary reason for 
the discontinuance of the program. Ac- 
cording to the memo, only one student 
enrolled in the Wilderness Studies cer- 
tificate program in Fall 2013. 

“Although students continue to en- 
roll in a variety of wilderness studies 
courses, very few find time in their 
academic programs to complete the 
courses required to fulfill the certifi- 
cate,” Millar said in the memo. 

Millar said, however, there was an- 
other factor that led the department to

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New boat 
joins marine 
biology 
program 


The boat will be used 
by graduate students 
to conduct research.

With a new boat in their fleet, gradu- 
ate students in the. Cal State Long 
Beach marine biology program. can 
now better conduct their research of 
sharks, turtles and fish, said marine bi- 
ology professor Chris Lowe. 

A crowd of students, faculty and 
alumni arrived at the christening cer- 
emony Friday for the Seriola, a 22 ft. 
Twin Vee Ocean Cat. The ceremony 
involved breaking a champagne bottle 
over the boat’s bow. 

Lowe said the new addition to the 
fleet will help reduce scheduling con- 
flicts between researchers and allow 
more research time and newer techno- 
logical accessories needed for accuracy. 

“The boat [that] this boat replaced 
was one that we bought in 1997, and we 
used her for 10 good years; she was a 
good boat,” Lowe said. “We started hav- 
ing a few problems with her and ... we 
decided it was costing us more to main- 
tain, and it was time for a new boat.” 

He said the new boat, complete with 
emblems and CSULB’s university seal, 
has a customized engine configura- 
tion program and a useful electronics 
package, including a bottom finder and 
GPS, which will help track marine life 
and conduct research more accurately. 

Lowe said in total, it cost about 
$80,000 to purchase and deliver the 
boat from Florida to Long Beach. A 
great portion of the money was col- 
lected by selling the old boat and extra 
equipment such as replaced engines at

More than 100 Cal State Long Beach 
students, faculty and staff marched 
from Maxson Plaza to the Soroptimist 
House and chanted with signs reading 
“Consent is sexy” and “Silence is not 
consent” Wednesday for Take Back the 
Night. 

Take Back the Night is a biannual 
event in which people march peacefully 
to raise awareness about sexual assault 
and prevention.

“We begged, borrowed and almost 
stole to get the funds to replace this 
boat,” Lowe said. 

Other funding also came from alum- 
ni, grants and other contributors, includ- 
ing supporters of the marine biology 
program. Lowe said Brian Livingston, 
chair of the biological sciences depart- 
ment, had naming rights over the boat 
because he helped raise a big portion of 
the money to fund the purchase. 

Livingston chose the name Seriola, 
whichis a general flame for yellowtai 
a local species that people like to fish 
for and eat, Lowe said. 

“Yellowtail are very popular fish, 
but they’re known for being very grace- 
ful swimmers, very fast swimmers, and 
it seemed appropriate that we name 
this boat after a fast and graceful fish,” 
Lowe said. 

He said many graduate students in 
the department will likely spend more 
than 1,000 hours conducting coastal- 
related research on the Seriola over the 
next couple of years. 

With that much boat time logged in, 
he said, some students will be eligible 
for a U.S. Coast Guard captain’s license.

own project, the variety of boats avail- 
able is beneficial to students’ research 
needs. The current fleet includes a 26- 
foot Parker, a 17-foot Boston Whaler 
and an easily portable 13-foot tin boat. 

“The great thing about our fleet is 
that it’s used to train students. In ad- 
dition, we use our boats for a lot of re- 
search, so our grad students absolutely 
need these boats to do their research,” 
Lowe said. 

He said among the first projects they 
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eliminate the classes. 

“The issue around the cancella- 
tion of the classes was a financial 
one,” he said. “The wilderness 
studies classes are going to cost the 
department an additional $13,000, 
plus [lecturer] Don DeGree’s salary. 
That amount of money represents 
three sections of an anatomy class 
that students can take in order to 
help them graduate.” :

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NAACP rescinds honor for Sterling 


LOS ANGELES — The NAACP 
announced Sunday that Donald Ster- 
ling will not receive an honor amid 
controversy over a recording said to 
be of the Los Angeles Clippers team 
owner making racist remarks. 

The Los Angeles chapter of the Na- 
tional Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People had been scheduled to 
give Sterling the group’s lifetime achieve- 
ment award at its May 15 banquet. 

“He is not receiving a lifetime 
achievement award from the NAACP,’ 
Lorraine Miller, NAACP interim vice 
president, told NBC’s “Meet the Press.” 

At the banquet, the NAACP chapter 
also planned to give its first “person 
of the year” awards to Los Angeles 
Mayor Eric Garcetti and the Rev. Al 
Sharpton, according to the organiza- 
tion’s website. 

Garcetti’s spokesman Yusef Robb 
said Saturday that the mayor was going 
to talk to the NAACP about the honor. 

The comments that TMZ attributed 
to Sterling prompted ire among civil 
rights activists. 

Earl Ofari Hutchinson, president of 
the Los Angeles Urban Policy Round- 
table, and a coalition of civil rights lead- 
ers demanded that Sterling apologize 
for “blatantly” racist remarks he report- 
edly made about African Americans. 

“Black players have made his fortune 
with the Clippers and for him to dispar- 
age African Americans is beyond rep- 
rehensible. It demands a public apology, 
a Clipper fan protest and NBA official 
censure,’ Hutchinson said. 

The Clippers have released a state- 
ment saying that the team does not 
know if the man recorded is Sterling

but that the comments do not reflect 
Sterling’s “views, beliefs or feelings.” 

Garcetti’s spokesman said Saturday 
that he condemns the “statements and 
sentiments” attributed to Sterling. Los 
Angeles City Councilman Bernard 
C. Parks, who represents a portion of 
South Los Angeles, went further, say- 
ing the council should take a formal 
position denouncing the remarks and 
demanding action from the NBA. 

The NBA said it is conducting an 
investigation. 

Sterling is known for his various 
charity events that have benefited orga- 
nizations that help the needy, including 
nonprofits serving the local Latino and 
African American communities. 

But there have also been accusations

against him. 

Sterling and his wife, Rochelle, 
agreed to pay a record settlement of 
more than $2.7 million regarding alle- 
gations that they discriminated against 
African Americans, Latinos and fami- 
lies with children at scores of apart- 
ment buildings they own in and around 
Los Angeles. 3 

Under the agreement, the Sterlings’ 
insurers would pay $2.625 million to 
a fund for people who were allegedly 
harmed by their discriminatory prac- 
tices, officials said. Sterling’s attorney 
at the time said his client denied any 
wrongdoing and didn’t discriminate.

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Although the initial findings of “Kelp 
Watch 2014” will not be released for at 
least another week, Manley took the 
time to provide attendees a summary of 
the research. 

He started the event by giving the 
audience a lesson on the 2011 Japanese 


~ earthquake and tsunami that caused the 


Fukushima power plant to leak radioac- 
tive materials into the surrounding air 
and seawater. 

“There was a series of explosions in 
several reactors that ejected particulates 
[including radioactive contamination],” 
he said. 

Manley added that radioactive 
isotopes of iodine and cesium with 
detectable half-lives, or the time it 
takes for one-half of one atom ‘to de- 
cay, were released in the days after the 
tsunami. 

“Over a year, I didn’t think too much 
about it,” Manley said. 

After reading a research paper that 
predicted radioactive Cesium-137 
would reach California’s coastline in 
2013, or 2014, Manley said, he began 
to think about studying how the U.S. 
would be affected, if at all. 

“[It was] sort of a wild idea,’ Manley 
said of his idea to take samples of the 


local kelp forests. “It would be sort of 


interesting to collect kelp. Kelp has the 
ability to absorb from seawater and con- 
centrate it in its tissue.” 

Manley said he then contacted 
Vetter, who was a professor-in-res- 
idence at the University of Califor- 
nia, Berkeley Department of Nuclear 
Engineering, to help him conduct his 
research.

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“I basically cold-called him by 
email,’ Manley joked. 

From there, the team worked together 
to plan “Kelp Watch 2014.” 

In order to determine the effects the 
radioactive contamination had on kelp, 
more than 30 sample sites were chosen. 
The majority of sites are located in Cali- 
fornia, with additional sites in Alaska, 
British Columbia, Oregon, Washington, 
Hawaii, Guam and Chile. 

Manley said the main source of fund- 
ing for the project has come from the 
University of Southern California Sea 
Grant, the California State University 
Council on Ocean Affairs, Science and 
Technology, and through additional do- 
nations. 

While Manley provided an oversight 
of the project, Vetter focused on its 
technical aspects. 

Although numbers and statistics are 
an important part of the project, Vetter 
said, further explanation of the data is 
necessary. 

“A number itself doesn’t mean too 
much,” Vetter said. “You have to pro- 
vide the context.” 

As'part of the research process, Vet- 
ter said, he has traveled to Fukushima 
and seen the post-tsunami devastation 
first-hand. 

“It was really sobering when I went,” 
Vetter said. “They’re searching [for 
missing family members.]” 

Although the tsunami and nuclear 
disaster had an impact on Japan, Vet- 
ter described the impact of radiation in 
California as “insignificant.” He added 
that no one has died because of health 
complications from exposure to radia- 
tion. 

“No matter where you go in this uni- 
verse, you will find radioactivity,’ Vet- 
ter said.

DONALD STERLING

s the Los Angeles Clippers are battling their way 

through the playoffs, the biggest headlines aren’t about 

the team’s successful season, but rather, are centered 

around a shocking audio recording of Clippers’s owner 
Donald Sterling making several racist remarks. 

The recording, which contains a conversation between Sterling 
and his girlfriend, V. Stiviano, was released to TMZ last week. In 
the recording, Sterling allegedly scolded Stiviano for uploading a 
picture of herself with Magic Johnson onto Instagram. 

In the phone recording, Sterling allegedly makes a number of 
racially-charged statements, some of which convey his disapproval 
of Stiviano associating with African Americans, and claim that 
he didn’t realize Stiviano was, in fact, partially African American 
herself. 

“Tn your lousy f--king Instagrams, you don’t have to have your- 
self with — walking with black people,” Sterling allegedly said in 
the recording, according to CNN. 

“ve known [Magic Johnson] well and he should be admired. ... 
I’m just saying that it’s too bad you can’t admire him privately,” the 
voice on the recording says. “Admire him, bring him here, feed him, 
f--k him, but don’t put [him] on an Instagram for the world to have to 
see so they have to call me. And don’t bring him to my games.” 

This audio clip is only a fraction of the roughly 10 minute 
conversation leaked to TMZ, and it is speculated that Stiviano 
coordinated Sterling’s public humiliation with an ugly legal battle 
between Stiviano and Sterling’s wife of 50 years Rochelle Sterling, 
according to CNN. 

This year, the Clippers entered the playoffs as the No. 3 seed in 
the Western conference, the highest they’ve been since 1974. Pair 
that with the Lakers’s disastrous season, and for the first time in 
decades, the Clippers have the Los Angeles spotlight. 

With this in mind, the negative press could not have come at a 
worse time. For Sterling, whose livelihood is centered around a 


sport dominated by African Americans, these comments will likely 
haunt him for the rest of his career. 

Sterling has yet to be confirmed as the voice on the recording, but 
in a statement made to CNN from Clippers President Andy Roeser, it 
seems like the confirmation will come sooner rather than later. 

“Sterling is emphatic that what is reflected on that recording is 
not consistent with, nor does it reflect his views, beliefs or feel- 
ings,” Roeser said. 

Although it’s only been one week since the recording surfaced, 
some NBA legends, like Lebron James, Shaquille O’Neal and - 
Charles Barkley, have already made public statements shunning 
Sterling from the NBA. 


Additionaly, Lorraine C. Miller, interim president and-CEO of the’ ~~ 


National Association for the Advancement of Colored People, is initi- 
ating movements to discourage people from attending Clippers games. 
Even President Barack Obama commented on the controversy 


from Malaysia saying, “When ignorant folks want to advertise their 
ignorance, you don’t really have to do anything, you just let them 
talk,” according to CNN. 

NBA commissioner Adam Silver addressed the issue at a recent 
press conference, where he said the tape is being investigated for its 
authenticity and context, according to sportsillustrated.com. 

We aren’t convinced that Sterling should be forced to release 
ownership of the Clippers, but we do think Sterling has a bit of 
work to do if he hopes to salvage any sort of reputation he had prior 
to making such offensive, racially-charged comments. 

First, he needs to address the general public, the players and in 
all honesty, he should probably permanently disassociate himself 
from tiot only the team, but the NBA as whole. — Sees 

Regardless of any punishment the NBA decides to slap him on 
the wrist with, Sterling has dug himself a hole that he may never 
climb his way out of.

GEORGIA’S GONE GUN HAPPY 


he state of Georgia recently 

passed new gun legislation that 

is receiving criticism, and for 

good reason. The Safe Carry 

Protection Act of 2014, or the 
“Guns Everywhere Bill” as opponents have 
named it, allows individuals to obtaina _ 
permit to carry a concealed firearm just 
about anywhere they’d like. 

The numerous places Georgians can now 
carry guns into includes places of worship, 
bars, school zones, school functions, govern- 
ment buildings, certain parts of airports, and 
even private buildings, so long as the owners 
give permission, according to the Washing- 
ton Post. 

GeorgiaCarry, a gun rights group in 
Georgia, lobbied for the bill, and considers 
it to be a “meaningful pro-gun administra- 
tion,” although they also think its watered- 
down, according to CNN. The National Rifle 
Association is, not surprisingly, praising the 
bill saying it is the most “comprehensive, 
pro-gun reform legislation introduced in 
recent history.” 

The bill sparked debate in Georgia 
among various political groups. Ameri- 
cans for Responsible Solutions, as well as 
Moms Demand Action for Gun Sense In 
America, strongly opposed the bill, saying 
that it was extreme and “moved Georgia 
out of the mainstream,” according to USA 
Today.

en of MDAGSA who lost her 17-year-old 
son to gun violence, called the legislation, 
“a very, very dangerous kill bill.” 

Several churches in Georgia, of various 
denominations, have spoken out against 
the legislation. Among these is the Ebenez 
Baptist Church, which is where Martin 
Luther King’s mother, Alberta Williams 
King, was murdered by a gunman in the

churches’ sanctuary. Reverend Raphael 
Warnock, the senior pastor of the Church, 
expressed intense disappointment toward 
the ruling. 

“T don’t know of a single pastor in the 
state of Georgia who has been lobbying to 
have guns brought into their churches,” said 
Warnock, according to CNN. “When we say 
‘Pass the peace,’ we mean P-E-A-C-E, not 
the P-I-E-C-E.” 

This bill is so ridiculous that if it weren’t 


real, I would think it is satirical. It is 
difficult to imagine what the Georgian 
lawmakers were thinking when they passed 
the bill. Did they honestly expect private 
buisnesses, airports and places of worship 
to allow people to bring guns onto their 
property? 

One can imagine that most of these es- 
tablishments will ban guns on the grounds 
that it is bad for business, and improper for 
worship. 

This is not “comprehensive reform,” this 
is just one interest group getting its way 
at the expense of other needs. By passing 
this bill, Georgia compromises everything 
reasonable in the realm of gun rights, and 
jeopardizes any serious reform that would 
satisfy both gun owners and those who 
want tighter gun control. 

Gun control activists, as well as gun 
owners, should try to overturn this legisla- 
tion. Other states will look at this, and 
make judgments based on the success or 
failure of this bill. 

If it were to back-fire, it could cause an- 
extreme reaction in the opposite direction, 
meaning a wide-spread ban on fire arms, 
or at least extremely restrictive gun control 
laws. In the end, it may harm gun owners 
far more than it ever helped them. 

This kind of extreme does not make for 
good laws or policies. Only when a reason- 
able middle-ground is found, can a law be 
truly helpful to society.

Filmage’ tells Descendents’ tale

If hardcore punk bands in the early 
“80s were told that one of the most in- 
fluential punk bands for generations 
to come would include a scrawny sci- 
ence geek sporting specs and a teenage 
fishing enthusiast, chances are many 
wouldn’t have believed it. 

“Filmage: the Story of Descendents/ 
All” is a music documentary by Deedle 
Lacour, Matt Riggle, Justin Wilson and 
James Rayburn that tells the story of how 
the 1978 Manhattan Beach hardcore 
punk band, the Descendents, garnered a 
large following in the music scene. 

For the second time, The Long Beach 
Art Theatre hosted the screening Sat- 
urday night. Despite the late show time 
and rain, the theatre room almost filled 
up entirely. 

With The Descendents’ consistent 
lineup change throughout the years, 
viewers got to hear what each member 
had to say about their experiences and 
the strong ties the band has to Long 
Beach. 

The Descendents officially formed 
when Bill Stevenson (drums) heard 


someone playing bass inside an apart- 
ment on Walnut and Ninth Street. Tony 
Lombardo, a South Bay native who 
moved to Long Beach to attend Cal State 
Long Beach, was approached by Steven- 
son and agreed to play bass for his band. 
Lombardo was 35 years old while Ste- 


venson, Frank Navetta (guitar) and Milo 
Aukerman (vocals) were all teenagers. 

The film also included notable rock 
musicians like Dave Grohl from the Foo 
Fighters, Keith Morris from Black Flag, 
Mark Hoppis from Blink 182, Greg Graf- 
fin from Bad Religion and Kevin Lyman, 
the creator of Warped Tour, among others. 

With Aukerman’s song topics ranging 
from coffee and food to his passion for 
science and unrequited love, there was 
a consensus of praise for the band, espe- 
cially from Grohl. 

In the documentary, Grohl said, 
“None of us were getting laid — he was 
our spokesman. We were listening to 
fu--ing hardcore!” 

He described Aukerman as the under- 
dog of punk rock who still managed to 
write songs that resonated with many. 

All, another band consisting of the same 
band members minus Aukerman, was also 
included in the film. Despite having the 
same band lineup, it showed how All was 
constantly being compared to The De- 
scendents and how All would always exist 
under the shadow of The Descendents. 

In fact, the film explained how a doo- 
dle of a nerdy Aukerman in high school 
was used as The Descendents album 
artwork for their breakout album, “Milo 
Goes To College.’ The caricature has 
since been used to represent the band. 

Despite their large following, Auker- 
man’s true passion was always in sci- 
ence and playing in a band merely 
served as a hobby. The Descendents 
currently still tour and headline notable 
festivals, like Travis Barker’s Musink

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in March. However, much of the band’s 
touring is structured around Auker- 
man’s career schedule in biochemistry. 

Throughout the film, some fans sung 
along and bobbed their heads to the 
quick bass licks and guitar riffs. For 
avid fans of the music, it was difficult 
listening to the band’s music without 
getting up and dancing. 

Originally, a screening of the film was 
shown on August 25. Those interested 
in seeing the film entered a lottery, and 
only a few got to see the documentary. 

The second screening of “Filmage” 
allowed some fans to see it for the first 
time, while others, like CSULB alum- 
nus Jeff Baer, got to experience the film 
twice. 

“T personally wanted to see the film 
again [because] I feel that sometimes 
films need to be seen twice to take in 
the parts you may have missed prior, be- 
cause you may have been thinking about 
a part of the film you just saw,” he said. 

Baer, who has been involved in the 
independent music scene for the past 17 
years, said part of the reason he enjoyed 
the documentary was because The De- 
scendents, specifically Auckerman, 
played an inspirational role in his teens. 

“Tn 1996, I got ‘Everything Sucks’ on 
tape and it came along with a coffee mug 
shirt that I probably wore two to three 
times per week,” Baer said. “I love how 
Milo pursued his passion in science. There 
was a time in my life I felt I had to pursue 
passions that were outside of music and 
Milo taught me that it was both punk and

Long Beach State stings ‘Stangs 


The Dirtbags upset No. 1 Cal Poly, handing the Mustangs their first series loss of the season.

For the first time since 2005, the top- 
ranked team in the country took the 
field at Blair. 

The 2014 Cal Poly Mustangs (36-7, 
12-3) are No. | in the latest Collegiate 
Baseball poll. Fresh off a sweep against 
Cal State Fullerton, the Mustangs rode a 
35-5 record into Blair Field. 

The Dirtbags (20-21, 7-5) were not 
intimidated, as they took two of three 
from the Mustangs over the weekend, 
handing Poly their first series loss of the 
season. 

Friday night’s contest was much clos- 
er than the 6-3 final score would show. 
Scouts were in attendance to watch 
Poly starter Matt Imhof, who came into 
the game leading the country with 97 
strikeouts. ? 

Imhof got off to a shaky start as two 
wild pitches and two hits gave the Dirt- 
bags a 2-0 lead in the first. However, the 
game was tied headed into the eighth 
inning. 

The Mustangs blew the game open 
in the eighth with three runs charged to 
Logan Lombana. The big inning gave 
Poly their 6-3 victory

“Not a very well played game on both 
ends,” head coach Troy Buckley said. 
“We gave them 14 free opportunities, 
four of which scored. I wish they earned 
it a little bit more ... we have to be bet- 
tery, 

The Dirtbags were better on Satur- 
day, jumping on Poly early and often en 
route to a 7-2 victory. 

Garrett Hampson, Ino Patron and 
Cameron Pongs did the damage for the 
Dirtbags, combining to reach base 11 


A pair of monster offensive series 
from Darian Tautalafua and Ashlynn 
Booker powered the Long Beach State 
softball team past Cal State Northridge 
in a lopsided road series sweep. 

Tautalafua was the offensive star of 
the doubleheader Saturday, hitting a 
solo home run in game one of an 8-3 


win. She followed that up with a two-- 


homer, four-RBI game in route to a 8-0 
victory. The sophomore, who leads the 
team in home runs with 12, has now 
homered in three of her last four games 


and ranks third in the Big West in home 
runs. 

Not to be outdone was Booker, a se- 
nior who clubbed a pair of home runs 
while driving in a LBSU record seven 
runs in 10-0 victory that secured the 
sweep for the 49ers. Booker ranks sec- 
ond on the team in home runs with 12. 
She and Tautalafua are the only 49ers 
with double digit home runs. 

The 49ers (36-13, 13-2 Big West) had 
lost four out of their last five games go- 
ing into their series against CSUN (29- 


times in 14 plate appearances. Patron 
had four hits, moving him past Jason 
Giambi and Dan Twiss on the all-time 
Dirtbags hits list with 212. 

“Our approach this weekend coming 
in was to be on time with the fastball 
and hit the fastball,” Patron said. “This 
team is really well known for throwing 
a lot of fastballs.” 

On the hill, Josh Frye brought a 
25-scoreless innings streak into the game. 
After escaping a no-out.jam in the sec-

Frye went eight innings, giving up 
two runs and striking out six. Kyle 
Friedrichs closed out the game in the 
ninth to hand the Mustangs their sixth 
loss of the season. 

“Today was the biggest game of the 
year,’ Buckley said. “And tomorrow 
becomes the biggest game of the year.” 

Sunday’s game was a pitchers 
duel between Nick Sabo. and Casey 
Bloomquist. Bloomquist came into 
the game undefeated for the Mus- 
tangs, but for the third straight game, 
the Dirtbags scored in the first in- 
ning. 

That was all Sabo would need, tossing 
6.2 shutout innings. He ran into trouble 
in the seventh, but Ty Provencher got 
a fly out to end the threat. Provencher 
finished off the game, keeping the Mus- 
tangs off the board to preserve the 1-0 
victory. 

“That is a fantastic series win,” Buck- 
ley said. “Our season was this weekend. 
If we didn’t make any hay this weekend, 
we were going to have a tough time get- 
ting into the hunt.” 

The Dirtbags take on Pepperdine 
at Blair on Wednesday. First pitch is 
scheduled for 6 p.m.

“We have to stay focused on the posi- 
tive things,” Sowder said. 

The 49ers’ remaining schedule will 
be against conference opponents, whom — 
they’ve excelled against. The 49ers have 
won 13 of their 15 conference games, 
outscoring Big West competition by a 
staggering 70 runs (101-31). 

They’ll play their final home series 
this weekend against Cal Poly (28-18, 
9-6 Big West) at the 49er Softball Com- 
plex starting with game one of a double- 
header at | p.m. on Saturday.
